I smile at all this. I am a buyer and usually never sell. I can't tell you 
how many times I have burned as a buyer by SELLERS. Why is it we are only 
interested in the seller? I would suggest there are more crook sellers than 
buyers out there. I could give example after example on how I got took as a 
buyer. Just two weeks ago I was negotiating the purchase of two radios from 
an individual. The seller's responses to me were not timely or made as 
previously agreed upon. I got tired of reminding him on what he previously 
agreed to do. This told me he was unreliable and I dropped out of the 
negotiations with him. If the seller could not negotiate as agreed, how 
could I trust him in sending me the equipment as described or being shipped 
in a timely manner? The only fair way of making a transaction happen which 
would be safe and fair to BOTH parties is in using a third party escrow 
agent. But of course this would be costly for both parties involved. My 
advice to both sellers and buyers is proceed with caution. If anything is 
said that makes either party suspecious of the other party's part of the 
negotiation, I'd say drop out NOW. You can not be 100% sure you are or are 
not doing the correct thing but believe me when I tell you, you can learn a 
lot about a stranger by what he or she says and how they say it. If you don't 
feel comfortable, drop out. I personally have no problem sending a postal 
money order which costs very little to reassure a seller I am legit and it 
also speeds up delivery to me. I also have the Postmaster General behind me 
if I get taken since he cashed a Postal Money Order. As a buyer, I'd say 
that if a seller is overly concerned about the safety of getting his money, 
I'd start to wonder if he thinks the buyer will have second thoughts about 
his CREAM PUFF !!!. The bottom line is if there is no mutual trust to begin 
with, do business elswhere. Lee / wOvt

B. Have the buyer send the full amount either check, Money Order, 
or COD. Don't mess with any 50% now, 50% later stuff. Wait for the 
check to clear before shipping. An honest person doesn't mind, a 
dishonest one may be shown by his/her impatience. 


C. Insure it for full value. Helps to reduce problems if the 
item's damaged in transit. 


D. Buyer, get the name, address and phone number of the seller; 
seller, do the same. Look up each other's calls in one of the books, and 
call each other on their enclosed phone numbers. This provides 
reassurance that you are actually dealing with who you think you are, 
and provides you a chance to meet and become comfortable with each other. 


E. Finally, trust. Both of you are at a slight risk, but everyone 
that answered my original question seemed to agree that the people in 
this "club" are some of the most honest available. 

Like I said in the earlier post, it'll take me a couple more days to 
thoroughly check the condition of the rig I want to sell, so sometime 
early next week I should be posting it.

For those of you who are waitng on the 10 meter collapable mast by 
DK9SQ, I received word tonight that the masts have arrived in 
Cincinnati. I will pick up the masts this Saturday, and intend to 
have all the orders I have presently to UPS by Wednesday Oct 7. 


I also have a small supply of the 10-40 meter loop antennas and the 
W3DZZ antennas that are designed to work with the mast. The Loop 
antenna is priced at $85 plus $5 s/h. I do not yet have a price on 
the W3DZZ antenna. 


More information and pictures of the mast can be found at my web site 
- URL below. The text from the DK9SQ mast page on my site is below.

At Dayton this year I met Walter - DK9SQ - who was displaying / 
selling a very nice 10 meter long collapsible mast made out of triple 
re-enforced fiberglass. I know there is a lot of interest in portable 
operation in the US, so Walter and I have agreed for me to sell his 
masts in North America. The price of the mast in the US is $99. Plus 
$5 s/h per mast ordered. 


For those of you who missed it at Dayton, the entire stock of masts 
was sold by Saturday noon! 


The mast itself has an overall length of 33 feet (10 meters) when 
extended. It telescopes into the bottom section when collapsed, and is 
a package 46 inches long, weighing only 2.2 lbs (1 Kg). To extend the 
mast the sections are pulled out and given a slight twist to hold in 
place. Walter had a full size W3DZZ antenna on the top of the demo 
mast at Dayton. ( the demo mast was not at full height - the roof was 
too low!) 


The bottom section is 1.75 inches in diameter - the top section is 
about 1/8" at the very end. All sections are tapered, so that the top 
section is about diameter of RG-8x where it goes into the next 
section. The bottom section has a rubber plug that screws into the 
bottom of the mast to protect the end of the section. A rubber plug 
(2" dia.) fits into the top of the bottom section when the mast is 
collapsed. A protective cloth bag is supplied to use when carrying or 
storing the mast. 


This is not a long fishing pole adapted to use as an antenna support. 
It is quite strong and not as flexible as a fishing pole, and is made 
with black coloring on the outside so that it is UV resistant. When 
extended and held horizontal the tip of the mast sags less then two 
feet, however it is flexible enough that it will bend without breaking 
in the wind.

Before we start bashing each other over taking personal checks or not, 
remember it is the seller that sets the terms. If the buyer doesn't like 
them, he doesn't have to buy. If the seller will only accept a postal 


money order and it costs to much for you to stand in line to get one, then 
you can pass the deal by. 


To answer the original question, for more valuable items I would advise 
always doing the deal via USPO COD and buy the insurance too. Both parties 
are protected. Always check out the other guy via QRZ, phone listing, and 
always get the place of employment and business phone number. If in doubt, 
call and check if the other party really works there. If something doesn't 
check out, pass the deal by. One other thing, sellers, please properly 
pack the item for shipment, heavier items should be packed in a double box 
with two full inches of packing material between them.

Roy - You asked for more information about the W3DZZ antenna that Bill 
referred to in his post about the DK9SQ masts. 


The W3DZZ antenna is an 80 M dipole with a 40 M trap in it. Almost all of 
the ARRL Handbooks for the last 40 years have had diagrams of this antenna 
as has the ARRL Antenna Book. The overall length as I recall is slightly 
over 100 ft. 


W3DZZ first published his antenna in the mid fifties in QST. When using the 
exact L and C values for the traps that W3DZZ specified the traps provide 
the more or less correct reactance so that the antenna exhibits resonances 
near the 20 M, 15 M and 10 M band so it is a nice all band antenna. 


One should not expect a < 2:1 SWR on all the bands higher than 40 M though. 
This did not matter when W3DZZ first came up with this antenna as most rigs 
had pi networks onteh output which procvided a match for a wide range of 
antenna impedences. 


I don't know why this antenna kept the W3DZZ monniker in Europe and lost it 
here in the states, but I do know it was produced commercially in Europe 
longer than in the US. 


By the way, the handbook also has dimensions for half length (40M/20M) 
antennas. 


I don't know anything about the 4 0M - 10 M loop, but would like to hear 
more. I hope that this information helps. - Dr. Megacycle KK6MC/5

I use an AC Dremal motor and thier little drill press adaptor. Best thing I 
ever did was buy all the different sized chucks for the motor tool also. 


Also check model makers catalogs. Micro-Mark ( http//www.micromark.com ) 
has a lot of neat little tools. 


I used to use the steel high speed twist bits, but these burn out after a 
dozen holes. I found if I ran the Dremal at about 1/2 speed, that made the 
bits last a lot longer. 


since then, I've gone to the surplus carbide drill bits. There are a number 
of the popular surplus catalogs that sell them often as an assortment pack. 
I can usually find them at the Hamfests too. 


Carbide bits are very fragile. A slight amount of side torque will brake 
them. I used to drill into a block of wood, but this does not work with the 
carbide bits. The Dremal drill press stand had a solid table. I drilled a 
1/4 hole in the center of the table for the drill bit to drop into, and 
this worked FB. You need to be carefull not to move the board untill the 
bit is fully extracted. With a little care, one bit will drill thousands of 
holes. Or just half of one, if your not.

For five days in a row I sat next to my radios, with little 
sleep... 

It was part of the effort by amateurs in the Caribbean, Mexico, 
USA , Canada, Bermuda and even aboard commercial 

airliners to track the storm and provide those in the possibly 
affected areas with information that could help them preserve 
lives and properties... 

To my satisfaction everything worked fine !!!

First off, you can purchase drills to drill PC boards from numerous surplus 
electronic stores that have a 1/8th inch shank, so they fit in a normal 
drill press or hand drill. Warning !!!! These drills are brittle and can't 
take much side pressure and if you cause side stress on them they will 
break. This is why a drill press is good to use. EPO in Houston sells these 
drills. So does BG Micro in Dallas, Texas. There phone number is 
1-800-276-2206. I personally like to use one of these drills mounted ina 
Dremmel Tool with a drill press adapter made as an accessory by Dremmel.. 
This adapter turns a Dremmel Tool into a small drill press. I bought the 
adapter many years ago for around $35.00. This adapter is NO precision 
device but works very well in that it controls the drill and does not allow 
side force stress to develope on the brittle drill. If you plan to drill 
lots of holes, a good drill bit made for drilling PC boards is a must as 
fiber glass PC board material will chew up a regular nbr 60 drill bit in no 


time flat. For the casual builder needing to drill some holes, the drill 
press adapter is not needed but be prepaired to buy a FEW drill bits, ata 
time, since you will break them fairly often without the drill press as a 
guide. (If you need to drill a hole fast and have non of the above, go to a 
hardware store, buy some #60 drill bits, wrap scotch tape around the shank or 
aluminum foil duct tape to build up the shank so a regular drill's chuck will 
grab the built up shank.) Hope this helps. Lee wOvt

What do you that make your own PC boards use to drill them? I'm looking 
for a small drill that can accept #57 to #60 wire drill sizes, and is a 
drill press. I've seen some small ones that use batteries, but I don't 
know how good they are. Also, Jameco has a small PCB drill that appears 
to be AC powered and is of a drill press design. 


The best setup I've ever used was at UCF in Fla. In the Engineering 
dept., one of the universities' machinists had made a small adapter to go 
into the chuck of a standard drill press. It had a small knurled knob 
that floated on a ball bearing, and the up-down travel was provided by a 
machined spline, so that finger pressure determined the pressure applied 
to the tiny chuck. It was a pleasure to use, and prevented most drill 
breakage. I don't think any company makes such an adapter, but possibly 
so. 


If you think your info might be of use to the list, please post it 
accordingly so all of us might benefit from how you drill your homemade 
PCB's. 


Comments, ideas, sources and prices, etc., are most welcome. 


Maybe I should just take the SMD route, and forget about drilling the 
PCB's. -)
